LONDON,' Oct. 10.—The question of 


peace in the near east now rests with 
the Turkish Nationalist assembly at 
Angora, which has before it the 
armistice conditions laid down by the 
allied powers. Meanwhile the Mudanla 
conference has been adjourned and 
allied generals hae returned to head- 
quarters in Constantinople to await 
the Turkish decision. Allied terms in- 
clude withdrawal of Turkish troops 
from neutral zones, llmitaion of the 
number of Turkish gendarmes in 
eastern Thrace and non-occupation of 
that province by the Turks until the 
peace treaty has been signed.

Auto Crash 


Proves Fatal 


MM. William O. Turner, aged 


18, and bride of three months, 
died at the General Hospital at 
three o'clock this mornlnc from 
a fractured skull, the Injury being 
sustained on Saturday night at 
about eight o'clock on the Chat- 
ham road when she was in an au- 
tomobile accident which also In- 
jured her husband and »6ss Annie 
Phelps, also a passenger. 


Little hope was entertained for 


Mrs. Turner when the extent' of 
her injuries became known. She 


• had been flung- violently forward 
against the car, and she had 
borne the brunt of the blow on 
the forehead immediately above 
the eyes, the fracture being ex- 
tensive. 
Mr Turner's condition was so im- 


proved yesterday that he was able to 
be removed to his home on Claiborne 
street. His neck was Injured in the 
collision. 
The authorities moved towards ac- 


tion this morning when it became 
known that Mrs. Turner had succumb- 
ed to her hurts. At first it \vas thought 
that as the "accident occurred in the 
county it would hive to "he handled toy 
Pittsylvania. 
A^ conference between 
the coroner. Magistrate R. & Fjtts, 
and the

however, developed that since Mrs. 
Turner had died in Danville it was a 
case for the local authorities.

Re- 
publican, Ohio, a member of the alli- 
ed debt commission, against cancel- 
lation of the debts of the European 
nations to the United States

of all allied 
debts, of 
the Inter- 
parliamentary, union contercnce at 
Vienna, a, number of senators \\ho 
with Representative Burton 
toured 
Europe and conferred with leading 
statesmen and publicists having pre- 
viously declared that the allied debts 
should not be remitted. Representa- 
tive Burton conferred with President 
Harding today, and, after campaign- 
ing in Ohio will roturn for the meet- 
ing late this month of the allied- 
debt commission with Great Britain's 
financial representatives. 
"There are many reasons why the 


allied debts should not be cancelled," 
said Representative Burtoji. 
"First 


they are binding obligations, a nation- 
al debt, and their cancellation would 
throw doubt on national credit which 
is an all important part of all com- 
mercial and industrial relations '

NEW YORK, Oct. 9.—A further ad- 
vance of about f 2.00 per bale occurred 
in the cotton market during today's 
trading. 
Considerable realizing and 
some scattered selling was encountered 
as prices worked up to 22.02 for De- 
cembe'r but it was absorbed on reac- 
tions of 17 or 20 points from the best, 
with that deliverj' closing at 21.85 and 
with the general market closing steady 
at a net advance of 18 to 27 points. 
The market opened firm at an ad- 
vance of 15 to 30 points on a contin- 
uance of last -week's buying mox'e- 
ment, which was encouraged by steady 
Liverpool cables, reiterated reports of 
an active demand for cotton goods in 
the domestic markets, and bullish 
over-Sunday spot advices from the 
South. 
Old longs showed a disposi- 
tion to take, profits as prices approach- 
ed the 22 cent level, and there was 
some selling for Southern account. 
These offerings made little impression 
on the 'market, however, until jjric*s 
had worked up to 21.62 for October 
and 21.88 for January. The demand 
then seemed to taper off somewhat 
and there was rather more active 


prices showing reactions from the beat 
of five points on October and. of 13 
to 17 points on later deliveries. 
Reports of further showers In the 
Eastern belt which were considered 
Hke-y to lower the grade of open cot- 
ton, if not to slow up the movement, 
may have encouraged some of the mid- 
day buying, and there was also bullish 
comment o'n the lower temperatures In 
the Southwest.
